Dutch Queen's official approves 
coalition deal 



THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - An official ap¬ 
pointed by the Dutch 
monarch to oversee the for¬ 
mation of a governing coali¬ 
tion, approved a deal 
yesterday for a minority 
rightist government backed 
by anti-Islam MP Geert 
Wilders. 

Ivo Opstelten, tasked by 
Queen Beatrix to advise her 
on coalition options follow¬ 
ing June 9 elections nar¬ 
rowly won by the rightist, 
pro-business VVD party of 
Mark Rutte, gave the go- 
ahead for a coalition with the 
Christian Democratic Action 
(CD A). 

"I recommend that you 
task... Mr Rutte with the for¬ 
mation of a cabinet comprising 
the VVD and CDA," Opstelten 
wrote in a report presented to 
the Queen yesterday evening, 
and made available to the 
media. 

The deal will see the con¬ 
troversial Wilders' Party for 
Freedom (PVV) remain out¬ 


side of government but provi¬ 
ding the support that the mi¬ 
nority coalition will need to 
pass decisions in parliament — 
in exchange for a say in policy 
making. 

Wilders, who campaigns 
for a ban on the burqa and an 
end to Muslim immigration, 
went on trial in Amsterdam on 
Monday on charges of inciting 
hatred and discrimination 
against Muslims. 

The CDA, which was

deeply divided over coop¬ 
eration with Wilders, fi¬ 
nally approved the deal on 
Tuesday. 

The party leaders of the 
VVD, PVV and CDA met 
in The Hague yesterday to 
finalise the deal. 

"The three leaders con¬ 
cluded that... the formation 
of a stable cabinet compris¬ 
ing the VVD and CDA, 
counting on the support of 
the PVV can go ahead, and 
will have fruitful coopera¬ 
tion with the lower house of 
parliament," said Opstel- 
ten's report. 

The VVD narrowly won the 
June poll with 31 out of 150 
seats in parliament, while 
Wilders' PVV increased its 
support from nine to 24 seats. 

The CDA, which has been 
in nearly all governments since 
World War II, saw its support 
dwindle from 40 to 21. 

The support of Wilders' 
PVV will give the VVD-CDA 
coalition 76 votes in parlia¬ 
ment.

On both 
days the Patio Lounge is 
turned into a Film Lounge 
where the public can see va¬ 
rious films and documen¬ 
taries from 7:30 p.m. to 1:00 
a.m. In between the screen¬ 
ings there’s will be music by 
DJ Intifada. Also joining with 
CFF at the Patio is video 
artist Ryan Oduber who has 
an interactive session planned 
tonight.

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Hungary toxic sludge spill 
reaches Danube 


Latin America bursts with pride 
over Vargas Llosa’s Nobel 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AFP) - 
From Mexico to the tip of its 
southern cone, Latin America 
burst with pride yesterday over 
the Nobel literature prize won 
by Peruvian Mario Vargas 
Llosa — the first from the re¬ 
gion in two decades. 

Vargas Llosa, 74, had long 
been on the short list of authors 
expected to win a Nobel prize. 
Experts feared that he would 
follow the steps of Jorge Luis 
Borges, the renown Argentine 
who died without a Nobel to 
his name. 

"Finally justice has been 
done to one of the greatest au¬ 
thors of our region," said Jose 
Miguel Insulza, the head of the 
Organization of American 
States, succinctly articulating 
the general feeling in Latin 
America. 

Peruvian President Alan 
Garcia said his award repre¬ 
sented "a great day for Peru," 
and praised the author as "an 
extraordinary creator of lan¬ 
guage." 

Colombian President Juan 
Manuel Santos called Vargas 


Llosa on the phone to person¬ 
ally congratulate him, while 
Chilean President Sebastian 
Pinera and Mexican President 
Felipe Calderon sent their con¬ 
gratulations via a Twitter mi¬ 
croblog message. 

"He has deserved it for a 
long time," said Paraguayan 
playwright Nestor Amarilla, 
another name on the Nobel 
short-list. 

Argentine poet Juan Gel- 
man also praised Vargas 
Llosa’s work, even though he 
said he disagreed with the 
Nobel winner's right-leaning 
politics. 

Cuba's literati also celebra¬ 
ted the prize, even though Var¬ 
gas Llosa long ago distanced 
himself from the leftist views 
and expressions of solidarity 
he shared decades ago with 
revolutionary leader Fidel Cas¬ 
tro. 

"He is one of the great writ¬ 
ers today in our language," 
Cuban poet Cesar Lopez told 
AFP. Lopez said that he took 
immense pride in the award 
despite the "unfriendly parting 


of ways" between Vargas Llosa 
and the Havana government. 

Brazilian writer Nelida 
Pinon described the award as 
the "high point of an impecca¬ 
ble career" for the Peruvian au¬ 
thor. 

Another frequent contender 
for the honor, Mexico's Carlos 
Fuentes, praised the "enor¬ 
mous creativity" of Vargas 
Llosa's writings. All of his 
books form one work with dif¬ 
ferent facets." 

The last Latin American 
writer to win the Nobel was the 
late Mexican author Octavio 
Paz in 1990. Before that, it was 
Colombia's Gabriel Garcia 
Marquez in 1982. 

Vargas Llosa, who is teach¬ 
ing at Princeton University a 
class on novel writing and an¬ 
other on the work of Borges, 
said he did not expect the news. 

"It was a total surprise, I 
certainly didn't expect it," Var¬ 
gas Llosa told reporters in New 
York after the win was an¬ 
nounced. 

"I will try to survive the 
Nobel Prize," he joked. 


BUDAPEST, Hungary (AFP) - 
Dead fish floated in the 
Danube yesterday after a toxic 
sludge spill that killed four 
people in Hungary reached Eu¬ 
rope's second longest river, 
where it threatens to decimate 
marine life, officials said. 

Blood-red sludge reached 
the main branch of the Danube 
at around midday, after wiping 
out all life in the smaller Mar- 
cal tributary, said Tibor Dob¬ 
son, the regional chief of Hun¬ 
gary's disaster relief services. 

Water alkalinity is a mea¬ 
sure of river contamination and 
on a scale of 1-14, pH values 
of 1-6 are acid, between 6 and 
8 are neutral, and readings of 
8-14 are alkaline. Dobson said 
that pH values of 9.6 had been 
measured in the Raba, a tribu¬ 
tary of the Danube, up from 
earlier in the day, and 9.4 in the 
Danube's Mosoni branch. 

The toxic spill poured from 
a reservoir at an aluminium 
plant in Ajka, 160 kilometres 
(100 miles) west of Budapest, 
which burst on Monday, send¬ 
ing 1.1 million cubic metres of 


red sludge into surrounding 
villages. 
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Dr. James Garbarino ready for the National 
Congress on How to Combat Child Abuse 
and Neglect 


Investigator, author and expert on abuse & violence 


among children 

As the days are closing in, or¬ 
ganizers notice the growing in¬ 
terest for the National Con¬ 
gress on How to Combat Child 
Abuse and Neglect. The con¬ 
ference will take place on No¬ 
vember 20,2010, International 
Day of the Child. Besides our 
own local experts, the organiz¬ 
ers invited an international 
speaker who will bring along 
his expertise to the conference. 

James Garbarino Ph.D. is a 
Professor and author at Loyola 
University Chicago. He has 
specialized in studying what 
causes violence in children, 
how they cope with it and how 
to rehabilitate them. Dr. Gar¬ 
barino has served as consultant 
or adviser to a wide range of 
organizations, including the 
National Committee to Prevent 
Child Abuse, the National In¬ 
stitute for Mental Health, the 
American Medical Associa¬ 
tion, the National Black Child 
Development Institute, the Na¬ 
tional Science Foundation, the 
U.S. Advisory Board on Child 
Abuse and Neglect, and the 
FBI. 

Dr. Garbarino has con¬ 
ducted research into the causes 
of violent behavior from chil¬ 
dren and how they cope with 
stress. Dr. Garbarino has stud¬ 
ied the impact of war on chil¬ 
dren in children in Kuwait, 
Iraq, Bosnia, Croatia etc. He 
has also conducted many inter¬ 
views with children who have 
been convicted of violent 
crimes in the USA. He has re¬ 
searched the background of 
these children and concluded

that abuse and neglect at an 
early age are a contributing 
cause to the violent behavior of 
these children. He has served 
as an expert witness involving 
issues of trauma, violence and 
abuse in both civil and crimi¬ 
nal trials. Dr. Garbarino and 
his co-authors have also con¬ 
ducted many interviews with 
other high school students and 
teachers about bullying and so¬ 
cial problems at school to help 
understand ways to improve 
the school environment. 

Dr. Garbarino recommends 
that violence prevention begins 
at an early age by recognizing 
underlining causes and ad¬ 
dressing them before they ex¬ 
pand. He advocates programs 
that provide assistance to 
young at risk children and par¬ 
ents including the home visit¬ 
ing program. This program 
provides home visitors to 
young mothers at risk who help 


with child care and provide ad¬ 
vice about how to handle early 
child rearing. Children who 
have benefited from this pro¬ 
gram have reduced the drop out 
and delinquency rates. He has 
also advised intervention when 
there are problems in school at 
a young age with advise and 
counseling rather than punish¬ 
ment when possible. He be¬ 
lieves this is often less 
expensive and more productive 
than waiting for problems to 
get worse. 

Dr. Garbarino has received 
numerous awards, including 
the first C. Henry Kempe 
Award from the National Con¬ 
ference on Child Abuse and 
Neglect, Fellow of the Ameri¬ 
can Psychological Association, 
Spencer Fellow by the National 
Academy of Education, Na¬ 
tional Fellow by the Kellogg 
Foundation, and the President’s 
Celebrating Success Award 
from the National Association 
of School Psychologists. He’s 
a former president of the Amer¬ 
ican Psychological Associa¬ 
tion’s Division on Child, Youth 
and Family Services.

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Michael Deihl, noted for his jolly demeanor 


Back in Aruba for his third 
time to participate in an 
Aruban culinary competition, 
Head Judge Chef Michael 
Deihl chatted with THE 
MORNING NEWS regarding 
the demands on today’s profes¬ 
sional chefs, and the future of 
fine dining on Aruba. 

Michael found his culinary 
home as Executive Chef of the 
prestigious East Lake Golf 
Club in Atlanta, home of the 
PGA Tour Championship, 
among many others. In his 40 
years in the industry he has 
ruled kitchens in the finer 
country clubs, hotels, restau¬ 
rants and catering facilities of 
the East Coast. He has been 
published in The National 
Culinary Review, Flavors 
Magazine and several others 
while being the subject of fea¬ 
tured articles appearing in se¬ 
veral newspapers and maga¬ 
zines; he has also taught culi¬ 
nary arts as an adjunct profes¬ 
sor for the last 15 years. 

Chef Deihl is currently 
Chairman of the Board of the 
Greater Atlanta chapter of the 
American Culinary Federation 
and among his numerous cre¬ 
dentials and certifications, is a 
member of the ACF Honor So¬ 
ciety and the American Aca¬ 
demy of Chefs. 


“I found my first experi¬ 
ence with Aruba culinary com¬ 
petitions involved all three 
islands, Aruba, Bonaire and 
Curacao,” recalls Chef Deihl. 
“What brought me back the 
last two years is the fact the 
chefs here are so passionate, 
and it passes on to the students. 
I was touched when I left the 
first time and it has struck me 
that if American kids could 
come here and see the passion 
of these kids...well, it is just 
fantastic. I really want to see us 
get the word out in the U.S. 
about this.” 


The goal of this week’s pro¬ 
gram is to bring Aruba’s aspir¬ 
ing chefs to a level that could 
comprise a team qualified to 
compete internationally. Chef 
Deihl has no doubt there are 
fledging professionals chefs 
here in Aruba qualified to do 
so. He is a host of the ACF Re¬ 
gional competition in Febru¬ 
ary, 2011 in Atlanta. “I think 
you have the talent on the is¬ 
land to compete on that level; 
take the best from the top five 
teams of this week’s event, 
work with them for a year and 
next year send them to the 
ACF regionals,” he advises 
their mentors. 

What Chef Deihl finds most 
enjoyable about participating 
in the Aruban events is the re¬ 
velations of regional cuisine. 
“The best part is having Chef 
Leest, Kelly and Julio advising 
me on the traditional dishes; 
the same happened while I was 
in Tokyo. It is wonderful to ex¬ 
pand my knowledge with these 
unique flavors.” 

“Think about food from a 
worldwide perspective. It is 
impossible to learn everything 
about every cuisine. The World 
Association of Chefs has about 
83 members? There are tens of 
thousands of cuisines out there 
- how can you understand 
them all? I realized about ten 



years ago that when I’ve 
cooked my final meal, in the 
big picture, even though I gain 
knowledge every year and I 
am pretty versed, how little I 
will know about the big pic¬ 
ture; this scares a lot of young 
chefs. Even after completing 
my 40th year in the business, 
even though I am learning 
every day, just as I have today, 
watching, it’s impossible.” 

“You have to be open,” he 
continues. “You have to be 
comfortable with yourself. A 
lot of executive chefs 
are afraid to say, 

“What is that? How do 
you make that?” be¬ 
cause they think they 
have to “know” every¬ 
thing. You have to be 
open; it is a constant 
exchange of ideas. 

Food is a very power¬ 
ful medium.” 

Chef Deihl be¬ 
lieves that no matter 
how food preparation 
evolves the classic 
training of L’Escoffier 
is basic and essential 
for the best profes¬ 
sional chefs, in which 
he includes the stu¬ 
dents of Aruba’s EPI 
Culinary Institute. 

“Why do we do that? - To pass 
that knowledge on to the next 
generation. Technology has 
brought us a tremendous 
amount of wonderful products 
that can bypass those tech¬ 
niques, but if we don’t stick to 
our beliefs and our truths and 
our passion, the art will be lost. 
What if you can’t find the 
ready-made products? You still 
have to have the know how to 
create or adapt what you 
need.” 

“I think in my career the 
most interesting and ground¬ 
breaking change to the art of 
gourmet cooking is the deve¬ 
lopment of technology and the 
advent of food television,” he 
concludes. “Instantly, world¬ 
wide, our customers become 
not only excited and informed, 
but became demanding. Now 
chefs realize that from just 
cooking what we wanted and 


educating our patrons, now it 
is almost reversed; our cus¬ 
tomer base is driving a lot of 
things. They are making us 
look around, research and 
study to see what fusion 
cuisines are working. I orga¬ 
nized a food symposium at the 
club with chefs from Tokyo, 
Mexico and Italy and we had a 
fantastic time and created in¬ 
credible dishes. This is why I 
love to travel; I have already 
seen things from the Aruban 
kids I can take back and work 


with.” 

“This is how cuisine is 
evolving. This evolution, the 
education of the customer and 
the advent of food TV has 
without question affected our 
industry.” 

Today Chef Deihl will be at 
the Renaissance Convention 
Center from 3:00 to 8:00 p.m. 
for the closing ceremonies and 
announcement of the winners. 
Fellow judge Chef Charles de 
Vries will be staging a Choco¬ 
late and Sugar Show and there 
will be a Food Expo featuring 
the work of the students of the 
EPI Culinary Institute. The 
public is welcome to attend 
and there is no entry charge. 
Gourmet snacks will be for 
sale at bargain prices, the pro¬ 
ceeds to assist the school.

Global web traffic up 62 percent 



More people are going online 
every year. TeleGeography’s 
Internet Geography study 
shows that international Web 
traffic increased by 62 per¬ 
cent in 2010. Although less 
than the 74 percent spike in 
activity seen in 2009, it’s con¬ 
sistent with the positive 
growth the past few years 
have seen. 

Traffic grew the fastest in 
developing markets like East¬ 
ern Europe, India, and South 
Asia. Traffic increased in 
these regions by more than 
100 percent, while growth in 


the Middle East was just 
under that rate. 

Growth, however, is not 
limited to newer markets. The 
U.S. and Canada had 54 per¬ 
cent growth. But a disparity in 
the amount of available band¬ 
width exists between these 
mature markets and the coun¬ 
tries where the Internet is a 
newer frontier. According to 
the study, international carri¬ 
ers added 13.2 terabytes per 
second of capacity in 2010, 
compared to 9.4 Tbps in 2009. 

’’Carriers must add enor¬ 
mous amounts of new capac¬ 


ity each year to accommodate 
such traffic growth,” Alan 
Mauldin, TeleGeoraphy’s re¬ 
search director, said on the 
company’s Web site. ’’Thanks 
to these large increases in 
bandwidth, traffic growth has 
not overwhelmed operators’ 
networks, and overall net¬ 
work utilization levels have 
remained stable.” 

There is still room to 
grow, especially in regions 
like Africa, where there is 
less capacity in the entire 
continent than there is in the 
whole country of Austria. 


Discovery of protein structure may help 
fight cancer, HIV 


Scientists have discovered 
the structure of a receptor 
protein known to play roles 
in cancer growth and HIV in¬ 
fection. The finding paves the 
way for understanding how 
the receptor, nicknamed 
CXCR4, works, and finding 
a way to control its activity, 
the researchers said. 

”No one knew what the 
structure of the receptor 
looked like,” which is a key 
step in finding a way to stop 
its action, said study re¬ 
searcher Raymond C. 
Stevens of the Scripps Re¬ 
search Institute in California. 

Stevens and other scien¬ 
tists spent three years using 
an imaging technique called 
X-ray crystallography, and 
found CXCR4's molecules 
form pairs. The pairs are what 
allow the receptor to receive 
signals from outside the cell. 

”By knowing what the 
CXCR4 receptor looks like, 
one can block its binding site,” 
Stevens told MyHealthNews- 
Daily. This would be similar to 
filling a keyhole with glue to 
disable a lock, he said. 


CXCR4 is part of a family 
of proteins that transmit out¬ 
side signals to the inside of 
cells. Many drugs already tar¬ 
get this group of proteins be¬ 
cause they control 
fundamental processes such 
as cell growth and hormone 
production. 

Researchers have long 
known CXCR4 activates the 
immune system and spurs cell

World health agency 
challenges mental health 


neglect 

GENEVA (AFP) - World 
Health Organisation chief 
Margaret Chan on Thursday 
vowed to "change the land¬ 
scape" for mental health, say¬ 
ing neglect is leaving 
millions of poor people with¬ 
out care. 

About 75 percent of suf¬ 
ferers in poor and middle in¬ 
come countries are thought to 
be left untreated, a problem 
fuelled by a lack of knowl¬ 
edge among ordinary doctors 
and nurses, health experts 
sayd. Adding to the problem 
is social stigma, neglect, lack 
of funding, and an increas¬ 
ingly challenged rich country 
focus on psychiatric institu¬ 
tions. 

"One in four people are af¬ 
fected by mental, neurologi¬ 
cal disorders or substance 
abuse in their lifetime," said 
WHO Assistant Director 
General Ala Alwan. 

The WHO estimates that 
150 million people suffer 
from depression — 95 million 
of them in developing nations 
— 40 million from epilepsy, 
20 million from dementia or 
Alzheimer's disease among a 
host of mental or neurologi¬ 
cal disorders. 

"Efforts to close the men¬ 
tal health gap have been im¬ 
peded by a widespead 
assumption that improve¬ 
ments in mental health re¬ 
quire sophisticated and 
expensive technologies, de¬ 
livered in highly specialised 
settings by highly specialised 
staff," said WHO Director 
General Chan. 

"We face a misplaced per¬ 
ception that mental health in¬ 
tervention is a luxury," she 
added pledging to challenge 
that attitude. 

While high profile dis¬ 
eases grab attention, mental 
and neurological disorders 


are "swept under the carpet 
and brushed aside" even 
though they form 14 percent 
of the global disease burden, 
said Chan. 

A cornerstone of the drive 
is a new guide for ordinary 
doctors and nurses in devel¬ 
oping and emerging countries 
to ease diagnosis and proper 
treatment of mental and neu¬ 
rological disorders, as well as 
drug and alcohol abuse. 

Chan said it could "change 
the landscape for mental 
health." 

Drawn up by 200 special¬ 
ists from around the world, 
the guide places the emphasis 
on primary care, leading gen¬ 
eral doctors methodically 
through each stage from 
identifying symptoms of dis¬ 
orders such as depression and 
epilepsy to treatment or care.

EU favours financial 
transactions tax 
globally, not at home 



BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
The European Commission 
said yesterday it backed a fi¬ 
nancial transactions tax at the 
global level to support deve¬ 
lopment aid but maintained 
that taxing financial activities 
was preferable for Europe. 

A transactions tax, or 
"turnover tax," hits all finan¬ 
cial markets while a tax on ac¬ 
tivities targets corporations, 
levying "profit and remunera¬ 
tion." 

"The commission supports 
the idea of a Financial Trans¬ 
action Tax (FTT) at global 
level, and will continue to 
work for this within the G20," 
a statement said. 

"If ambitious global objec¬ 
tives are to be achieved in 
areas such as development aid 
and climate change, interna¬ 
tional partners will need to 
agree on global financing 
tools." 

A global FTT could raise 
about 60 billion euros (84 bil¬ 
lion dollars) without deriva¬ 
tives. Estimates tenfold that 
amount are cited by some if 
derivatives are counted. 

Taxing the financial sector 
was appropriate, the commis¬ 
sion added, because banks 
played a key role in triggering 
the recent economic crisis, the 
sector is under-taxed though 
extra revenue is needed, and 
some taxes could have a "cor¬ 
rective" influence and help 
prevent future downturns. 

At the European level how¬ 



ever the commission said it 
favoured a financial activities 
tax (FAT). 

EU nations are divided over 
financial tax proposals, with 
Germany and Austria favou¬ 
ring an FFT while others argue 
it could spur capital flight. 

Aid NGO Oxfam wel¬ 
comed the European Commis¬ 
sion position as "good news" 
for global efforts to raise 
money for development and 
climate change. 

But it said the "big news" of 
the day was the idea of a Eu¬ 
rope-wide tax on financial ac¬ 
tivities "which would 
definitely also mobilise tens of 
billions of euros to tackle these 
pressing issues." 

A tax on financial activities 
in Europe to help the hardest 
hit there and in other parts of 
the world was "both just and 
economically sensible." 


Latin America 
poised for 
solid growth 


SANTIAGO, Chile — 
Buoyed by its prudent fiscal 
policies and growing global 
demand for its commodities, 
Latin America will see solid 
economic growth in 2010 and 
2011, according to new re¬ 
ports issued by the World 
Bank and the International 
Monetary Fund. 

The region generally has 
resisted the ripple effects of 
the global crisis better than 
more-developed nations, the 
institutions said at their joint 
annual meeting in Washing¬ 
ton. That's a marked contrast 
to past global crises that 
weighed heavily on Latin 
American economies. 

Latin America's output of 
goods and services will grow 
5.7% in 2010 and 4% in 
2011, according to the World 
Bank forecast. 


ORANJESTAD — During the 
meeting of its Monetary Pol¬ 
icy Committee (MPC)2 of 
September 29, 2010, the Cen- 
trale Bank van Aruba (CBA) 
decided to lower its advance 
rate (the interest rate charged 
to commercial banks should 
they want to borrow money 
from the CBA) from 3.0 per¬ 
cent to 1.0 percent, based on 
the continued slowdown in 
business activity, and the low 
inflation rate and interest 
rates on both the international 
money and capital markets. 
Moreover, the CBA decided 
that the reserve requirement 
rate stays at 11 percent. 

This decision is based on 
the currently available eco¬ 
nomic and financial informa¬ 
tion, which show, among 
others, that the Aruban econ¬ 
omy will likely experience a 
further contraction in 2010 
(currently estimated at 3.7 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
The euro surged to an eight- 
month high against the dollar 
yesterday, unsettling eurozone 
leaders worried about exports 
and ramping up global cur¬ 
rency tension ahead of a meet¬ 
ing of world finance chiefs. 

The single currency jumped 
at one point to 1.4029 dollars, 
a level last seen in late January. 

But in the face of profit-tak¬ 
ing the euro later fell back to 
1.3918 dollars against 1.3928 
late Wednesday in New York. 

Dollar losses against the 
yen widened, with the green¬ 
back tumbling to 82.35 yen 
from 82.92. The dollar in early 
afternoon trade plummeted to 
82.11 yen, its lowest reading 
since 1995.

Forbes: Lady Gaga "more 
powerful" than Nancy Pelosi

LOS ANGELES, California - 
The Forbes list of the world’s 
most powerful women in¬ 
cludes Oprah Winfrey, Lady 
Gaga, Beyonce Knowles and 
Ellen DeGeneres, all of whom 
apparently wield more power 
than the woman who is second 
in line for U.S. president. 

The annual list, released 
late Wednesday, places Win¬ 
frey third. The talk-show 
queen is worth $2.7 billion and 
earned $315 million in the past 
year, but beyond wealth Forbes 
takes into account executive 
position, creative influence 
and entrepreneurship. 

No. 1 on the list is First 
Lady Michelle Obama. Forbes 
didn't calculate her and her 
husband's personal wealth or 
money earned in the last year, 
choosing instead to list in that 
category the country's national 


budget, which is $3.5 trillion. 

After Winfrey, Lady Gaga, 
at No. 7, is the next media per¬ 
son on the list. She earned $62 
million in the past year and, 
according to Forbes, "single- 
handedly reinvigorated pop 
music and pop culture." 

Next in media, at No. 9, is 
Knowles, who earned $87 mil¬ 
lion and whose music is a fa¬ 
vorite of Michelle Obama's, 
according to Forbes. 

Former "American Idol" 
judge DeGeneres is 10th on 
the list and earned $55 million. 
Forbes noted that she recently 
gave a $30,000 college scho¬ 
larship to a gay teenager who 
challenged a high school po¬ 
licy against same-sex prom 
dates. 

House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi, who would be in line 
for the presidency after Vice 
President Joe Biden, is 11th on 
the list. Like Michelle Obama, 
her "money" category consists 
of the national budget. 

Sarah Palin, who Forbes 
puts in the media category, is 
No. 16. Her title is "political 
maverick and commentator," 
but unlike most others on the 
list, her entry doesn't include a 
"money" category. Instead, she 
gets a "media buzz" category, 
which says she has 2.3 million 
Facebook friends and that if 
you search for her name online 
you'll get 44 million results. 

Other media personalities 
on the list include Angelina 
Jolie (No. 21), Katie Couric 
(No. 22), Arianna Huffington 
(No. 28), Madonna (No. 29) 
and Sarah Jessica Parker (No. 
45). 


Back Then 



In the 1920's, a major refinery 
was built on the southeast 
shore outside of the quiet vil¬ 
lage of San Nicolas. Fishing 
and growing one's food were 
part of the quiet life; going to 
the empty beaches a pleasura¬ 
ble way to spend time. Walk¬ 
ing and riding donkeys were 
the transportation options. 
(Later on, after the donkeys 
were replaced by cars and 
trucks and left to survive in the 
wild, it became "a test of man¬ 
hood" for young male teen¬ 
agers to catch a donkey and 
ride it as long as he could be¬ 
fore being seriously bounced 
off.) 

The small population of 
Aruba could not supply the 
needed manpower; workers 
from "outside" were imported. 

There were the "foreigners" 
- Americans and Canadians 
trained in refinery work at ex¬ 
ecutive and supervisory levels. 

Then came the "strangers" - 
from so-called English-speak¬ 
ing Caribbean islands such as 
Trinidad and Tobago and 
Grenada. The "locals" were a 
melange of Indians and non- 
Indians from the South Ame¬ 
rican mainland, Dutch immi¬ 
grants, Portuguese who had 
originally settled in Curagao, 
Chinese (historically China's 
main export has been its popu¬ 
lation), Indonesians and as¬ 
sorted others. Mostly, they 
spoke Dutch, Spanish and Pa- 
piamento. 

It was claimed that since 
the Aruban didn't speak Eng¬ 
lish the refinery brought in the 
"strangers." According to all 
true and factual sources, "5 
minutes later the Arubans 
spoke English!" Some chose 
the English of the Americans 
and Canadians; others chose 
the Caribbean version which 
came to be known as Village 
English and some spoke both. 
Village English is mightily 
colorful and erratically un¬ 
grammatical and still spoken 
today.

Dillard for his 
tome "Black En¬ 
glish" (Random

the language de¬ 
veloped from the 
early slave trade 
with words from 
the maritime Por¬ 
tuguese and with 
"strong ele- 
ments"of African 
from different 
parts of the conti¬ 
nent in order for 
the slaves to communicate plus 
"bits of pidgin Chinese." 

The Brits that controlled the 
English islands added the rest. 
"Hey, man" is not jazz slang. 

It's originally from the 
Scottish settlers "Hey, mon." 

The executives lived in 
large homes within walled con¬ 
fines of what became known as 
The Colony in the area named 
Lago Heights named for the re¬ 
finery, Lago Oil and Transport 
Company, high above the sea 
with beaches below. The work¬ 
ing class lived in small wooden 
houses within the village of 
San Nicolas outside the refi¬ 
nery gates; hence Village Eng¬ 
lish. 

The generations growing up 
in and around the refinery had 
the advantages of playing with 
and getting to know "refinery 


kids" along with the new kids 
from the up islands. Long be¬ 
fore diversity became a "now" 
word, it was alive and well and 
living in San Nicolas. 

And then came the boom: 
bars and restaurants sprung up 
like wild flowers after a heavy 
rain; clothing stores and gro¬ 
cery stores joined in the eco¬ 
nomic splurge. Other services 
settled in to handle the needs 
of tanker crews that steadily 
were sight day and night. West 
Indian music joined the Latin 
American traditionals. 

The first Carnival (not yet 
carnaval) parade was in St. 
Nicolas based on the already 
established Trinidad event; 
plans were made for it in a 
Chinese pool hall and the melt¬ 
ing pot continued to bubble 
and brew.

Larsen congratulates Halladay on Leonsis pondering changing 
no-hit masterpiece Wizards name back to Bullets

NEW YORK (AFP) - Don 
Larsen, the only man to hurl 
a perfect game in Major 
League Baseball playoff 
history, congratulated 
Philadelphia's Roy Halladay 
on Thursday for his playoff 
no-hit victory over Cincin¬ 
nati. 

The 81-year-old retired 
legend did not allow a base 
runner in pitching the New 
York Yankees past the 
Brooklyn Dodgers 2-0 in 
the fifth game of the 1956 
World Series. 

That had been the only 
no-hitter in more than 100 
years of playoff baseball 
until Halladay's gem 
Wednesday night, a feat 
Larsen learned about while 
watching a television news 
broadcast. 

"I would just congratu¬ 
late him on a nice day," 
Larsen told Major League 
Baseball’s official website 
MLB.com. "We work pretty 
hard to do these things, and 
these things come pretty un¬ 
expected." 

Phillies right-hander Hal¬ 
laday had thrown a perfect 
game of his own at Florida 
on May 29, which com¬ 
bined with his 4-0 blanking 
of the Reds in their playoff 


opener made him only the 
fifth man to have two no¬ 
hitters in a season. 

Larsen, speaking on the 
eve of the 54th anniversary 
of his feat, recalled his epic 
performance with pride. 


"I felt good. It 
was a nice, beautiful 
day in the World Se¬ 
ries, and it worked 
out pretty nice," 
Larsen said. "I 
never had as good 
control in my life, 
and that was the key 
to my success that 
day." 

Larsen struck out 
seven batters that 
day. Halladay struck 
out eight in his no¬ 
hitter but surren¬ 
dered a fifth-inning 
walk that denied 
him a bid at match¬ 
ing Larsen's perfection in 
accuracy and evasion. 

"The most important 
thing for a pitcher to do is 
have nice control, throw the 
ball approximately where 
the catcher would like to 
have it," said Larsen.

Rangers reach brink of first playoff series 
victory 




ST. PETERSBURG (AFP) - 
Texas slugger Michael Young 
smacked a three-run home 
run to help power the 
Rangers past Tampa Bay 6-0 
yesterday and put the team on 
the brink of its first playoff 
series triumph. 

Texas pitcher C.J. Wilson 
surrendered only two hits 
with seven strikeouts and 
only two walks in 6 2/3 in¬ 
nings while Ian Kinsler 
added a homer and a run¬ 
scoring single to power the 
visitors in a romp. 

The Rangers seized a 2-0 
lead in the best-of-five first- 
round American League se¬ 
ries and could end their status 
as Major League Baseball's 
only franchise never to win a 
playoff series in game three 
at home on Saturday. 

The Texas franchise began 
life as the Washington Sena¬ 
tors in 1961 and moved to 
Texas a decade later. They fi¬ 
nally reached the playoffs in 
1996 and did so again in 
1998 and 1999 but failed to 
advance on any of their 
chances. 

Young blasted his homer 
with one out in the fifth on 
the first pitch after a con¬ 
troversial call on a pitch that 
could have struck him out. 

Young checked up on his 
swing on a 2-ball, 2-strike of¬ 
fering from Tampa Bay relief 
pitcher Chad Qualls. Home

Shoppach waved his 
hands and shouted at Wolf as 
he walked to the bench, leav¬ 
ing two runners in scoring 
position for the Rays, who 
ended up leaving the bases 
loaded without pushing home 
a run. 

The Rangers took a 1-0 
lead in the third inning when 
Matt Treanor scored on an 
error and doubled the margin 
when Kinsler smacked a solo 
homer off James Shields with 
two out in the fourth. 

Young followed with his 
three-run blast in the fifth and 
Texas stretched the lead to 6- 
0 later in the fifth with a 
Kinsler single scored 
Vladimir Guerrero.

US titleholders Lakers 


BARCELONA (AFP) - Eu¬ 
roleague champions FC 
Barcelona edged NBA cham¬ 
pions the Los Angeles Lakers 
92-88 here on Thursday in 
front of 17,000 spectators. 

The match was played in a
